Are Inco rpo rating

WASHINGTON 
— Secretary 
o f State Duile? said today that 
Communist China is “(ifirtuaDy in­ 
corp orating North Korea as a chí­ 
nese p rovince,” making more dif­ 
ficult the p rosp ect of p eacefully 
p niting all Korea. 
Dulles ap p eared before the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
to ask Senate ratification for the 
new mutua- defense treaty between 
this country and South Korea. 
He said he felt certain that ”in 
the long run” North and South 
Korea would be united, just as he 
said he believes all Germany will 
some day be reunified. 
'But in rep ly to a question from 
Sen. H. Alexander Smith (R-NJ), 
he 
declared 
that 
conversion 
Nfoorth Korea into a Chinese p ro­ 
vince raises enormous p roblems. 
Dulles also threw some cold wat­ 
er on suggestions that the United 
States negotiate an all-Pacific p act, 
somewhat similar to the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
p act for Western Europ e. 
Sen. Wiley (R-Wis), committee 
chairman, asked whether it would 
be p ossible to form an alliance 
betw^een all the Pacific nations 
with which the United States now 
has sep arate defense treaties, such 
as Australia and New Zeland, the 
Philip p ines and* others. 
Dulles said that “if all these 
could be tied together it would 
have advantages” but p ointed to 
sharp differences between some of 
the areas in question. 
Should hostilities resume in Ko­ 
rea, Dulles added, there is no rea­ 
sons to believe they would-be con­ 
fined to the p eninsula and there 
would ”no longer be a p rivileged 
sanctuary,” This was an exp res­ 
sion used by General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur in reference to Chinese 
mainland bases which were safe 
from United Nations attack. 
Dulles said the U. S.-South Ko­ 
rea treaty should be one step in 
discouraging the Communists from 
“ any ideas of launching another 
aggression in Korea.”

WASHINGTON 
— President 
Eisenhower said today he is con­ 
vinced his farm p rogram is the 
right one. He declared, with ref­ 
erence to misgivings about it with­ 
in his own p arty, that time will 
tell w^hether the p rogram is p oli­ 
tically feasible in an election year. 
Eisenhower gave his views brief­ 
ly at a news conference less than 
24 hours after some GOP senators 
had voiced doubt whether his p ro­ 
p osed shift from fixed to flexible 
farm 
p rice 
sup p orts 
could 
be 
adop ted with a congressional elec­ 
tion coming up . 
Over the long run. Eisenhower’s 
p lan—sent to Congress Monday— 
would p oint toward declining gov­ 
ernment exp enditures 
for 
farm 
aids.

WASHINGTON ( jP — President 
Eisenhoiver said today he is leav­ 
ing up to Congress whether a 
workers’ 
strike vote should be 
taken before or after a walkout. 
The President declined at his 
news conference to say whether 
he regards his p rop osal for a strike 
vote as “must” legislation. 
Such a vote was among his rec­ 
ommendations he sent to Congress 
Monday in outlining a 14-p oint p ro­ 
gram for revising the TaftrHartley 
Labor Relations Act. 
In his sp ecial message, the Pres­ 
ident p hrased his strike-p oll idea 
in general terms. He said that 
since going on strike and thus los­ 
ing p ay is so imp ortant to the 
individual worker, he should have 
a chance to “exp ress his choice 
by secret abllot held under gov­ 
ernment ausp ices.” 
This left it unclear whether the 
President had in mind a p oll taken 
before a walkout or after the work­ 
ers were on strike.

In places, it is a bitterly debated 
issue. In others, it is not. Why? 
This is the fluoridation stor>-: 
Fluorine, a natural chemical ele­ 
ment, in pure form is a lemon- i 
vellow gas, highly reactive. 
There is a little bit of fluorine, 
in combination with other chemi­ 
cals, in human bones, teeth, blood' 
and other organs. Almost all water? 
contains a tiny bit of fluoride. Sea* 
water has one part {>er million.. 
Vegetables and other food.« ? contain 
tiny amounts of fluorides. 
^uoridation means adding con­ 
trolled amounts of sodium fluoride 
—a salt form of fluorine—to water* 
at the rate of one drop for every 
million drops of water. 
Health studies find this content 
of fluoride reduces 
tooth decay 
among children by 35 to 65 per 
cent. The fluoride make maturing 
teeth more resistant to decay—but 
just how it works isn't clear yet.

Record Straight On *Red Herring* 


By Drew Pea rso n 
WASHINGTON—Unaccustomed as I am to 
defending Harry Truman, I find it difficult to 
Join in the anvil chorus now throwing dead cats 
at Harry every time he opens his mouth. I refer 
to seme of ttie editorials by old political enemies 
such as the Scripps-Howard newspapers calling 
him a liar regarding his famed “red herring*’ 
remark . 


Now I have no personal axe to grind in de­ 
fending Mr. Truman. During the y ears he 
was in the ^i¥ hite House I probably got under 
his sk in more than any other newspaperman, as 
he indicated quite vitriolicly in public, and even 
more vigorously in private. During my many 
y ears in Journalism I haven’t had too many 
people threaten to shoot me, but Harry Truman 
was one of those who say s he talk ed about it. 
However, in all fairness let’s set the record 
straight regarding Mr. Truman's red herring re­ 
mark and some of the other things he did 
regarding Communism. 


'The much controverted incident took place 
at a press conference on Aug. 5, 19 48. The then 
president had been nominated for reelection' in 
Philadelphia, just as congress was adjourning-- 
a congress which rushed out of Washington 
anxious to mend fences and start campaigning 
for re-election. 


In the face of this desire, Mr. Truman called 
the Republican-controlled congress back inte 
special session and literally rubbed its nose in the 
dirt by demanding that it finish its work and pass 
laws for the control of prices. Instead, the un- 
American activities committe started a probe of 
Alger Hiss, at that time serving under John 
Foster Dulles as head of the Carnegie foundation. 
The Fa ta l Questio n 
It was against this back drop of the seething 
80th Republican controlled congress, that Harold 
Stacey , of the Columbus Dispatch, a stanch 
pro-Taft newspaper, ask ed the famous red her- 
m g question. Mr. Stacey had never ask ed a 
press conference question before and never has 
since. But according to the microfilmed records 
of the Washington Post, this is what he said: 
• 
♦ 
“Do y ou think the Capitol Hill spy hearings 
are a good thing or a red herring to divert at­ 
tention from other anti-inflation program?” 
To this Truman replied: “Yes I do. They arc 
simply a red herring to k eep from doing what 
they ought to do.” 
Later pemdssion was ask ed to quote him 
directly on this, and he granted permission. 
At that time Repblican leaders did not pick 
up the red herring rem ark as a campaign slogan. 
It wasn’t considered important. For at that time 
Alger Hiss was almost unk nown as far as the 
general pubilc was concerned, and Joe McCarthy 
hadn’t realized what a campaign issue he could 
develop. The un-American activities hearings 
were then being conducted by Dick Nixon, now 
vice president and K arl Mundt, now senator from 
South Dak ota and they were being conducted 
without the benefit of loud speak ers and tele­ 
vision. 
Truma n Wo n 
Some people may even recall that Mr. Truman 
ran for re-election aftér the red herring prem 
conference and won, mak ing me, among others, 
eat crow. 
I had predicted he would lose. 
The issues at the time vjete economic—prices 
and farm problems—not red herrings or com­ 
munism. 
It was not until two y ears later, when Joe 
McCarthy took up the megaphone with his 
sensational and still unproven charge of “205 
card-carry ing Communists” k nown to Dean 
Acheson in the state department, that the issue 
really got hot. And as a result, a good part of 
the American public today think s that it was 
Joe McCarthy who put Alger Hiss in Jail. 
On the contrary , it was Mr. Truman’s justice 
department. 
Wha t Truma n Sa M 
What Mr. Truman told me in the TV interview 
which resurrected the red herring debate was 
this: 
“In a press conference one morning some y oung 
man who had never been at a press conference 
before, during the session of the 80th congress, 
ask ed me if the action of the un-American ac­ 
tivities committee was not in the form of a red 
herring to cover up what the Republican admin­ 
istration of the 80th congress had not done, and 
I said it might be. And that was where it (the 
red herring debate) started. 
“I never made any statement that there was 
a red herring, although the Republicans when 
they ’re in power, alway s try to cover up their 
mistak es by attack ing somebody or some insti­ 
tution.” 
Mr. Truman would hvae been more accurate 
or course, if he had said he hadn’t “initiated’ 
the red herring remark , had merely concurred 
in it. But he v?as speak ing from memory of 
something that happened five and a half y ears 
ago. 
Any way that’s the back ground of how the 
boy s paused in the middle of the state of the 
union message amd its important congressional 
aftermaths to go back to our favorite pastime 
of throwing dead cats at Harry Truman. I ^dmit 
it used to be a lot of fun, but now I think we of 
the pre.ss should show more originality in pick ­ 
ing targets. 
Note—In an early column, if permitted, I hope 
to report some other things Mr. Truman told me 
about Communists in government, which will 
probably touch off more firwork s.

“From the time their children reach junior 
high a lot of mothers seem to think that every ­ 
thing the children want is more important than 
what their parents want.” 
That criticism hits a lot of mothers hard. For 
it is mighty easy for a mother who wants her 
teen-age children to be happy and popular and 
one of the gang to go overboard in her determi­ 
nation to deny them nothing. 
She is willing to mak e any sacrifice to give her 
children everxihing and to alway s put their plans 
ahead of her own, and she think s their father 
should feel just as she does. 
But men aren’t often as willing to tak e a back 
seat for their children as women are. And so 
while the mother is putting the children first, 
many a middle-aged husband feels that he and 
his wife are no longer getting all they should 
out of life . . . and that he is no longer as im­ 
portant to his wife as he once was. 
To w Sa crifices Are No Fa v w To Yo ur 
Children 
So watch it, y ou mothers of teen-agers. It’s 
fine to be sy mpathetic and understanding toward 
y our growing-up children, but don’t mak e every 
decision in their favor. Don’t put Iheir happiness 
alway s ahead of y our husband’s and y ours. 
You won’t be doing them any favor by being 
so self-effacing, and y ou won’t be doing y ourself 
or y our husband any favor, either.

A Pain In The Neck 


“He gives me a pain in the neck .” We’ve all 
said it at one time or another. And it can literally 
be true. A boring person can give y ou a pain in 
the neck . In spite of the discomfort, pain has its 
good points. It is a warning that something is 
wrong somewhere. 
The bore causes y ou pain because, in pretend­ 
ing an interest y ou don’t have, y ou tense y our 
shoulder and neck muscles forcing y ourself to 
pay attention to him. Perhaps y ou can’t run 
away , but at least y ou can shift position and try 
to relax. No pain should be ignored. It is 
a 
danger signal from y our nervous sy stem — a 
v/arning of disease, injury , infection, or an emo­ 
tional upset. 
Pain can help y our doctor find out what is 
the matter with y ou. He wants to k now where the 
pain is most intense, where it spreads, whether 
it is constant or on and off,what seems to stop it, 
and finally what it feels lik e. The last question 
is the hardest to answer. Two people wiil describe 
the same pain very differently . 
The doctor can put the answers to these ques­ 
tions together with his other observations and 
mak e a diagnosis, but y ou could go far wrong 
try ing to figure out y our own trouble on the 
basis of pain. Pain doesn’t alway s come where the 
trouble is. Heart trouble can cause shooting pains 
in the left arm. The gall bladder can mak e y our 
shoulder hurt. Some diseases of the tongue cause 
earache. A headache can come from the effort 
to hold y our temper when y ou are angry . 
The amount of pain y ou feel is no sure sign 
of how .serious the trouble is. A severe injury , 
for example, may cause a state of shock which 
numbs the senses. You might suffer more ly ing 
in bed with a brok en leg than from the immediate 
pain of the break . 
Once it has given its warning of trouble, pain 
is useless to y ou. There is no value in being a 
m arty r about it. Continued pain only weak ens 
resistance and turns pleasant people into com­ 
plaining neurotics. Any pain which can’t be ex­ 
plained by a k nown injury or disease, and which 
doesn’t go away in a reasonable length of time, 
should be investigated by y our doctor.

Pentagon Snafu Expected 


WASHINGTON—There’s another grand, Pent­ 
agon snafu in the mak ing over President Eisen­ 
hower’s new order which abolishes the “Restrict­ 
ed” classification on government paperwork . This 
leaves only “Top Secret,” “Secret,” and “Confi­ 
dential' classifications. 
Every thing “Restricted’ under the old security 
orders was supposed to be declassified or re­ 
classified by Dec. 15. But there was so much 
material in this classification that Defense Sec­ 
retary C. E. Wilson put out a supplementary 
order say ing that security officers would have 
until March 15, 19 54, to change classifications on 
“Restricted” material. 
Pentagon reporters who thought they might get 
a flood of formerly “Restricted” material to write 
about are getting little or nothing. 
Requests for the release of “Restricted” ma­ 
terial in general are met with demands for spe­ 
cific items they want declassified. Not having 
the original material from v/hich news dispatches 
could be written, reporters are, of course, sty mied. 
Army Ordnance ofi^icers estimate that about 
9 0 per cent of their “Restricted” material wnll 
be up-graded to “Confidential” or “Secret” and 
not made public.

getting almost as scarce as larks 
at the north pole. 
Not bathroom tenors. Too many 
of them. But real tenors, opera 
tenors, are in short supply . It’s 
got some of them worried. 
“ In the entire world today there 
aro only 10 tenors who can sing 
m ajor dram atic roles with author­ 
ity ,” said Ramon Vinay , a form er 
baritone who becam e a tenor by 
accident rather than intent. 
“As a result we have to travel 
like m ad, and we are getting tired. 
And some of us are showing, voice 
•train.” 
This m ay not appear much of a 


tragedy to the average man, who 
ordinarily doesn’t list tenors ar 
among the earth’s m ajor blessings, 
but when a few top tenors go 
hoarse it is a real blow to the 
world of serious music. Some fel­ 
low has to hit all those high notes 
and kiss the dy ing soprano, or how 
can the opera go on? 
And it isn’t as easy as it looks. 
“Before a new production we 
rehearse for about three weeks,” 
said Vinay , .who keeps in shape by 
weight lifting. “And believe me, 
five hours on the stage of the 
Metropolitan Opera is like 12 hours 
on the docks. It’s like pushing a 
street car 2K) blocks.

CALF SCOURS

MOSCOW 
—A writer in Pravda 
today denounced Western offers of 
a g uarantee of the Soviet Union’s 
security as an attempt “to confuse 
the public in Western Europe.” 
The writer, E. Alexandrov, de­ 
clared in an article in the Com­ 
munist party newspaper that the 
security g uarantee offer was raised 
only in the hope of hastening the 
ratification of the European De­ 
fense Community. 
'Die Russian commentator de­ 
scribed EDC itself as “an instru­ 
ment of ag g ression ag ainst the 
U. S. S. R.” and asserted: 
“Projects for a so-called ‘new 
system of security’ which are now 
being offered, completely ig nore 
t.ie lessons learned at the price of 
two world wars. 
“They not only fail to provide 
measures aimed at the formation 
of a sing le democratic, peace-lov­ 
ing and independent Germany but, 
on the contrary, stem from the 
principle of dividing Germany and 
drawing off its Western provinces 
info the so-called EDC. 
“One only has to permit the re­ 
storation of the veng eful Wehr­ 
macht (German army) and war 
will ag ain be at Europe’s door.” 
The Pravda writer was evidently 
referring to statements made by 
British Foreig n Secretary Anthony 
Eden in a British Broadcasting 
Corp. talk Sunday. Eden said the 
West would not jettison its EDC 
and NATO security arrang ements 
but will consider g iving new g uar­ 
antees of security to the Soviet 
Union.
